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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show any 
reference characters as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as “amended.” If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either “Replacement Sheet” or “New Sheet” 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 

subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1 , line 1 , the term “improved” should be removed, as it is unclear 
with respect to what the harness is improved. Dependent claims 2-7 should be similarly so 
amended. 

With respect to claim 4, line 2, the phrase “and/or” is improper and should be removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 

sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cox #6,405,685. 
Cox, as recited in column 3, lines 38-43, 60-65, column 4, lines 52-55 & 62-67, column 5, lines 
1-7, and column 7, lines 56-57, discloses a composite safety harness assembly comprised of front 
straps 20, 30, crossed shoulder/suspender elastic straps 24, 34, which form seat strap portion 70, 
anti-tangling strap 60 (non-elastic, i.e., stiff), 160, the crossed portion forming at 52 forming a 
triangle between the straps 60, 1 60, the anti-tangling strap being formed piles of nylon (flexible 
plastic) and polyester and held together by stitching, wherein portions of the safety harness have 
elastic and non-elastic properties, as recited in column 5. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Cox #6,006,700, Bell #5,531,292, Armstrong et al #4,553,633, Gayetty #6,739,427, 
Sharp #6,691,824, and Carter #6,520,290 are cited to teach harness assemblies.
